PATRIOTISM. 


April 19, 1917, being the anniversary 
of the battle of Lexington, Captain Mc- 
Adams of our own Company E was in- 
vited to talk to the class on the sub- 
ject of camp life. 


He was introduced to the children, 
who arose in response, stood at "At- 
tention" and saluted the 
flag-. 
They 
then sang the four verses of 
"The 
Star Spangled 
Banner," without 
a 
book, standing at 
"Attention." 


After the captain's very interesting 
talk, the children filed out to the side- 
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walk in two rows, 
each bearing 
a 
small flag which he held standing at 
"Attention." 
One boy held a 
large 
flag at,^ the outer edge of the sidewalk. 


Between 
these lines, 
the 
captain 
obligingly walked. 
Halting before the 
large flag, he stood at "Attention," sa- 
luted and departed. The class returned 
and immediately reproduced the talk, 
as given below. 


The lesson was in three parts: 
1. 
The Story. 


2. 
Questions to bring out omitted 
points. 


3. 
The Discussion. 


Mistakes in language were not cor- 
rected at the time and they are all. 
reproduced here. 


The first child called upon by the 
teacher is responsible for the entire 
lesson. 
Today it was Gilbert. 


The Recitation. 


Mrs. Major wrote upon the 
board 
"A Patriotic Talk," and 
said, "You 
may start our story, Gilbert." 


Gilbert—Captain 
McAdams 
said 
they had to get up at 5 or 6 o'clock 
in the morning and Captain McAdams 
said that they had ten minutes to get 
washed and dressed for eiercises. They 
were very clean and the soldiers kept 
their tents and camp clean and obeyed 
orders and commands, 
as a soldier 
should do, and a soldier loves the flag 
very much. 
Can anybody add 
any- 
thing? 
Charles? 


Charles W.—I thank you, 
Gilbert. 
And he said that the little 
Mexican 
children down 
by the 
border 
had 
schools and they learned to sing "The 
Star Spangled Banner" and "America" 
and they would begin their 
morning 
exercise with "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" or "America" and they would end 
it with "The Star Spangled 
Banner" 
or "America," and he said that it was 
very interesting to watch them learn 
to say different things. 
They would 
say, "Throw the ball," and they would 
learn how to say that, and then they 
would throw the ball. 
He said 
the 
sanitation 
of the 
soldier was 
very 
great and 
that 
was about the 
first 
thing he started to learn. 
The streets 
in the camp were kept very clean. 
He 
said they were nothing like the streets 
of Foi-t Wayne, with paper strewn all 
around. 
He said when they were out 
on a march In the desert, he would 
deprive himself of water to drink and 
use it to dampen his feet to keep them 
from blistering from the sand 
dust. 
Bernice? 


Bernice—I thank you. 
He said that 
he would keep from drinking water to 
get a little bit of water to wash his 
feet when they were marching, 
be- 
cause his feet are 
one of his best 
friends. 
He said that he would take 
a teaspoftnful of water and put it in 
his hand 
and 
rub it over his feet. 
George? 


George—I thank you, Bernice. 
He 
said while they were on the 
march 
they would have, may be, one flask of 
water 
holding one quart 
and 
they 
would drink almost to about an inch 
and a quarter from the bottom of the 
flask and then they would quit drink- 
ing during 
the afternoon, 
because 
they didn't know when they would get 
some more water. 
He said at half- 
past five or six o'clock in the morning 
they would have to get up and drill 
with a hundred rounds of ammunition 
around their 
belt and 
their 
guns, 
weighing eight pounds, and each sol- 
dier carried half a tent and wheji they 
woulo Slop to rest, tney woulQ put it 
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down and there was room enough foi 
two soldiers to sleep in it. 
Helen? 


Helen—I thank you, George. 
And 
Captain McAdams 
said when 
they 
weren't shaved and Icept clean, they 
had to do some of the dirty work and 
they always had to be clean, because 
there would be a m a n come around 
and inspect their clothes and see it 
they 
were clean and there would be 
some other men come around and look 
at their tents and see if they were 
clean and then, when they went 
to 
bed, they would have to fill out a pa- 
per they had. 
Can anybody add 
to 
my recitation? 
Gilbert? 


Gilbert—I thank you, Helen. 
And 
the soldiers would march one or two 
days and 
sometimes they 
wouldn't 
know when they would get water and 
they stayed without water and with- 
out 
eats or 
anything, 
without 
the 
wagons that had things to eat on for 
the day. 
When 
they were 
fighting 
the enemy, they also learned how to 
dig a trench. 
The soldiers would dig 
at night and in the morning they would 
fight in the rain and a soldier would 
be in, may be, a foot or more of water 
In the trench 
fighting 
to protect his 
country from the enemy. 
He might 
fight for twelve or more days. 
Is there 
anybody else. 
Irene? 


Irene—Captain Adams said—I beg 
pardon, Gilbert. 
May 1 go on? 


Gilbert—No, give 
him 
his 
right 
name; 
the captain's name was 
Mc- 
Adam.s. 


Irene—Captain McAdams said they 
had to be very sanitary and very clean. 
There may be some times when they 
would get up in the 
morning, they 
would have about ten minutes to get 
dressed and they would get out and 
take their drills, may be, for a half 
hour, and may be, after awhile, about 
ten minutes, they would get a 
half 
hour to clean up. 
J o h n ? 


John—I thank you, Irene. 
There 
was another important thing; it was 
when they were marching, 
why, 
in 
the trenches, the scouts—like there is 
so many scouts to a troop—they would 
get up and signal by different means, 
because, the cannons and 
the 
guns 
going on, they couldn't hear the com- 
mands; so they would signal by the 
guns or anything they had. 
They live 
in little bunks and they get up a t five 
o'clock, when the bugle calls, and they 
don't hesitate and say, "I want to sleep 
five minutes later" or anything 
like 
that, but they get up like all men and 
they wash and dress in ten minutes' 
time. 
In the morning they drill four 
hours. 
Can anybody add anything to 
my recitation? 
Evelyn? 


Evelyn—I thank you, John. 
A color 
sergeant had a flag, a great, big flag, 
and the soldiers had been marching all 
that day and they were so tired and 
they hadn't had any water for some 
time and he got ahead of them and 
unwrapped the flag and Captain Mc- 
Adams said that the soldiers, no mat- 
ter how tired they were, they cheered 
for about a half hour. 
Can anybody 
add to my recitation? 
Milton? 


Milton—I thank you, Evelyn. 
And 
he said that they would have to have 
sham battles, to use their guns and 
to shoot. 
They would have sham bat- 
tles when they would have to sit in 
the trenches in about 
two foot of 
water and they would have to walk 
through the rain, just like if there was 
a real battle. 
It was learning them 
to 
fight. 
Can anybody, add anything 
to my recitation? 
Myrtle? 


Myrtle—I thank you, Milton. 
And 
Captain McAdams said that there was 
a lady's son enlisted and his mother 
was always mad that he had enlisted, 
but they learned not to talk back or 
anything and Captain McAdams said 
that while he was there, she 
came 
and apologized to him and told him 
that he (her son) hasn't sasaed back 
ever since he has been home. 


Louise—Was she mad 
because he 
didn't enlist, or because he did? 


Harry—She was mad because he did 
enlist. 


Gilbert—I beg pardon. 
Don't stand 
against your desk. 


Harry—She brought her 
younger 
son to see if he couldn't get into the 
army, but he was yet too young. 
She 
said that for once, since he has been 
in the army, he didn't sass her once. 
She said before he went into the army 
he would talk back to her about every 
day. 
Can anybody go on? 


Charles W.—I thank 
you, 
Harry. 
And he said that no matter when they 
went into the army, they must learn 
that when the "Star Spangled 
Ban- 
ner" 
was being 
played, they 
must 
stand at attention. 
It was generally 
played in the evening and the soldiers 
would stand at 
attention 
and 
they 
practiced so long that about the time 
the "Star Spangled Banner" was sup- 
posed to be played, the soldiers would 
stand at attention whether they could 
hear 
it or not, because they 
could 
seem to hear "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" being played. 
Evelyn?

Evelyn—^What did the soldiers do 
when they had their training done and 
didn't have to do 
anything In 
the 
afternoon ?

There can be no Red Cross without money. 
The work iji this war must be organized and 
performed on a scale so gigantic that Red 
Cross finances can be thought of only in terms 
of millions. Just now the people of the Uni- 
ted States are asked to think of Red Cross 
finances in terms of one hundred millions. 
That is the sum for the raising of which a 
great campaign is to be inaugurated through- 
out the country Monday.

T h e unexpected collapse of R o u m a - 
nia almost immediately a f t e r her entry 
into 
t h e war, which puzzled 
most 
American observers, we now learn was 
due to the deliberate betrayal of the 
country by the Russian premier. Boris 
Stürmer. 
R o u m a n i a . we are told, was 
practically forced into the war a t Rus- 
sia's bidding and was told t h a t 
she 
could rely upon her neighbor and ally 
for both men and munitions. 
Neither 
were forthcoming, a n d F a l k e n h a y n ' s 
armies fjwept through the province of 
Wallachia almost unchecked. 


Nor was the treachery confined sole- 
ly to the Russian bureaucrats. 
Carl 
W. Ackerman, who, now t h a t he is out 
of Germany, can 
speak 
freely, has 
placed it on record t h a t while h e was 
with the G e r m a n armies in Roun7anla 
he saw the R o u f u a n i a p battle 
plans 
which had been communicated in ad- 
vance to the Germans. 
These allega- 
tions of treachery are no mere news- 
paper speculations, for no less a per- 
son than Geneial lllescu, the the f o r m - 
er chief 
of the R o u m a n i a n 
general 
staff, roundly charges that "the defeat 
of R o u m a n i a was foreseen and organ- 
ized" by the pro-German Russian pre- 
mier. Boris Stürmer, "who wished to 
finish the war." 
In an interview given 
to a correspondent of the Paris Matin, 
the ^ p e r a i said: 


Rfiumania has been 
equipping 
and reorganizing her army, which 
was to be increased f r o m 180,000 
to 820,000 men 
(including 
560,- 
000 combatants), but owing to dif- 
ficulties 
of transport and comniunr 
ication she was still not ready to 
. enter the war in July, 1916. T h e 
Stürmer 
ministry 
insisted, 
how- 
ever, on her entering. 
To the de- 
mand by R o u m a n i a that 
Russia 
should provide two hundred thou- 
sand soldiers for the D o b r u d j a tp 
secure R o u m a n i a f r p m a n attack 
by Bulgaria, Mr. Stürmer replied 
that twelve thousand men would 
be ample to m a k e a political dem- 
onstration, and declared t h a t the 
Bulgarians wpuld neyer be willing 
to fight against Russia. 
The long interview given by Gen- 
eral Ilie'scu is conveniently 
s u m m a r - 
ized by the I.ondon New Europe, which 
thus continues the stoj-y: 


Twice Russia was requested by 
the R o u m a n i a n 
general 
staff to 
^ k e Rustchuk, which would have, 
protected Bucharest, but this ac- 
tion was declined In order not to 
offend 
Bulgaria. 
Besides, t h e 
R o u m a n i a n armies in Transylva- 
nia were to link qp with the R u s - 
sian ajdvances f r o m Dorna V a t r a 
In the Bukowina, but those troops 
never moved and are still there. 
Mr. Sturme)- never intended 
t h a t 
they should move, in spite of the 
assurances he g:ave R o u m a n i a and 
tp France, says General Iliepeu, 


After flighting for forty days in 
the passes the Roumanian armies 
had to fall back before superior 


forces. 
Mr. S t ü r m e r wished, the 
general adds, to allow R o u m a n i a 
to be invaded as f a r as the Sereth. 
to allow the military t r i u m p h of 
the central powers, and then to 
conclude a separate peace in con- 
sequence of a defeat which he 
would represent as a R o u m a n i a n 
and not ä Russian defeat. R o u - 
mania 
w a s beaten because her 
armies were less well a r m e d than 
those of the enemy, "but the initial 
cause of our defeat was the dis- 
loyal plan of the Germanophile 
government of Petrograd, who 
played with the fate of R o u m a n i a 
to facilitate a premeditated act of 
treachery. 
There is one of the im- 
ponderabilia which no R o u m a n - 
ian, French or English 
diplomat 
would have been able to foresee, 
but this was our ruin. 
The general's statements a r e con- 
firmed 
by a widely known R o u m a n i a n 
advocate. C. Commeianu, who was in 
Russia 
when 
R o u m a n i a 
was in t h e 
darkest 
days of defeat. 
Writing in 
the Gazette de Lausanne, he says: 
Tlie treachery of those in power 
in Petrograd has been a secret to 
nobody in Roumania. 
For three 
months we have all been a w a r e of 
the facts. I myself last December 
had a flagrant proof. 
On my jour- 
ney fioni Jassy to Petrograd I ob- 
served ^t m a n y stations lying for- 
gotten on the sidings numbei:|e.ss 
trains loaded with guns and air- 
planes and a n enormous mass of 
w a r material bearing the visible 
inscription: 
"Consignment 
f r o m 
the Munitions (or W a r ) 
Ministry 
of F r a n c e to the R u m a n i a n 
W a r 
Ministry." 


Surprised to see all these train» 
immobilized in the stations a t the 
very time t h a t our a r m y was cry- 
ing out for these guns and 
air- 
planes a n d munitions, with the 
passion of despair 1 m a d e inquir- 
ies of the employes of the stations 
at Tirespol, 
Kief, Moghilef, etc. 
Everywhere I received the stereo- 
typed answer: 
"Government or- 
ders to hold u p this 
transport." 
But even in well informed quar- 
ters in R o u m a n i a it was not real- 
ised before the m o n t h of October 
t h a t Stürmer had betrayed us. I t 
seems to have been Genera) Ber- 
thelot, t h e head of t h e French 
misslou in Roupiania, who was the 
first to say to King Ferdinandy a 
few days a f t e r his arrival: 
"Sire, 
we have bee" betrayed, and t h e 
treason comes f r o m Petrograd." 
Just why the G e r m a n advance stop- 
ped a t the river ^ereth and has never 
moved since is explained by another 
Swiss paper, Le Genevoise, which says: 
By 
Sturmer's 
Russo-Qerman 
peace R o u m a n i a was to be divided 
between Russia and Autftrie. Rus- 
sia was to annex Moldavia, while 
Austria-Hungary took Wallachia, 
and t h a t was why the arnUes of 
F a l k e n h a y n and Mackensen came 
to a stop a t the Sereth.

The effect of the Russian revolution 
on America's entrance into the w a r 
has been widely discus.sed.

Some Sug'gestions by 
Dr. Barnard for Food 
for a Family of Five 


Dr. H. E. Barnard, state food and 
drug commissioner, gives out the fol- 
lowing concerning a diet for a family 
of five: 


"In feeding her family the house- 
wife may well be guided by the fol- 
lowing suggestions by the food experts 
at Washington. 
They have calculated 
that a family consisting of a man, and 
a woman, who do moderately 
hard 
muscular work, and three 
children, 
say 
between 
the 
ages of 3 and 12 
years—would get the food they re- 
quire if supplied daily with the fol- 
lowing: 


"Four and one-half pounds of bread, 
having about the same food value as 
three pounds of wheat or rye 
flour, 
oatmeal, corn meal, hominy or rice; 
or about 2% pounds of such cereals 
and five or six medium sized potatoes. 


"Three-fourths cup of fat (butter or 
butter with oil, beef drippings or oth- 
er fat,) a weekly allowance of 21/^ to 
3 pounds. 


"A little more than one cup of su- 
gar, or a weekly allowance of four 
pounds; or an equivalent amount of 
some other sweet, such as 1 % cups of

equal in 
nourishment might be planned with 
less cereal, but this would make it 
necessary to increase the amount of 
more costly foods, such as meat, fruits 
and vegetables. 


"Cereals can be used freely with- 
out making the ' diet monotonous if 
they are served in a variety of forms 
and combined with other nutritious or 
flavoring 
materials, 
such 
as meat, 
cheese, onions, celery, tomatoes and 
other vegetables and dried, cooked or 
fresh fruits."

:^lQmington, Ind., June 16.-—Ew^d O. 
Stlehm. director of athletics of Indiana 
university, has Issued a statement giving, 
his reasons 
why he 
believes 
athletics 
should not be abolished among the west- 
ern conference universities on account of 
the war. 


After stating that the universities and 
colleges especially in the lipe of athletics, 
already had been hit hard by the inen en- 
listing. Stlehm quoted Maj.-Qen. Leonard 
Wood. who. he said, had urged that the 
students remain in school pending the ac- 
ceptlon of the government's conscription 
plans. Stlehm added that from the utter- 
ances of Gen. Wood and others in author- 
ity he believed it was the government's 
plan to develop ofliicers from the univers- 
ity»m^n and that tt did not desire them 
to enlist in the ranks. 


"Patriotism of the real stamp. I believe." 
Directoa Stiehm said, "demands that the 
university man of the country restrain 
their patriotic desires to join at once in 
the struggle and that they hefd the call of 
the government to 'mark time' pending 
assignment to tasks for which, they are 
best fitted and in which capacity they will 
be of the greatest possible service to their 
country. 
^ 


"Present military needs alone shoufd 
not be considered. 
What of the future? 
In a recent report of a ranking officer of 
the United States army, figures were sub- 
mitted to show that 46.8 per cent of the 
personnel of ten of the volunteer regiments 
organized in 1898 were applicants for pen- 
sions on account of physical disability by 
1900. It is patent that the same result will 
follow the present war if the men who 
enlist are not physically fit. Is Indiana 
university to lag behind in helping to 
make them so?" 


After quoting Maj. Palmer Pierce, of the 
United States army, as favoring intercol- 
legiate athletics and pointing out 
that 
athletics are to be continued at both West 
Point and Annapolis. Mr. Stiehm said that 
it was not In all oases patriotism that 
decided some schools to drop athletics. He 
declared some had abandoned intercollegi- 
ate sports because of the expense of main- 
taining the department and that others 
had quit athletics for the reason" that 
some of their athletes had left school and 
that they feared for their athletics reputa- 
tions. 


Director Stiehm closed his statement by 
quoting from President Wilson's statement 
In favor of continuing intercollegiate ath- 
letis, as follows: 


"I would be sincerely sorry to see the 
men and boys in our colleges and schools 
give up their athletic sports and I hope 
most sincerely that the normal course of 
college sports will be continued as far 
as possible, not only to afford a diversion 
of the American people in the days to 
come, when "we shall, no doubt, have our 
share of mental depression, but aa a real 
contribution to the national defense, for 
our young men must be made physit^ally 
fit in order that later they make take the 
place of those who are not now of mili- 
tary agQ, and exhibit the vigor and alert- 
ness which we are proud to believe to be 
characteristic of our young men."

WAS SHOWN REMARKABLY IN 
SOME INCIDENTS OF MINISTRY

The following is taken from an ad- 
dreps delivered by the 
late Donald 
Sage Mackay, then pastor of the Fifth 
Avenue Collegiate church, New York, 
at the conference on the Gospel of 
John, held at Providence, R. I., In 
1903. 


The home at Bethany was the greo- 
graphical center of the friendships of 
Jesus. 
To the Fourth Gospel we owe 
an imperishable debt of gratitude for 
that exquisite chapter in the Saviour's 
life. 
Bethany, lying peacefully amid 
the uplands of Judea among the vine- 
clad hills, and shadowed by its spread- 
ing date palms, 
was the 
Elim in 
•Christ's life, the quiet resting place 
toward which in his Aveariest days he 
turned his feet, not doubting the wel- 
come of love which awaited him there. 
Bethany brought the touch of home to 
a homeless man. 
Over that 
village 
home there rests for the Christian an 
almost Idyllic light, peaceful, restful, 
like that of the early morning before 
the birds are awake. 
With its tender 
memories it enshrined the holy hu- 
man sympathy of Jesus. 
His place in 
every home is made secure by his 
presence in that simple household, a 
presence that consecrates the family 
and makes the humblest home a sanc- 
tuary. 
His love for man is made in- 
tense and personal by 
his love for 
Martha and Mary and Lazarus; 
Mary, 
"whoRe 
eyes 
were 
homes 
of 
silent 
prayer;" Martha, 
whose heart 
was 
burdened down with care; and Laza- 
rus, whose vision pierced the night of 
death. 


His was a friendship 
that invited 
confidence and disarmed fear. 
Take, 
for example, Martha's 
approach to 
him (recorded by Luke), when In a 
moment of petulance she appealed to 
him to send Mary back to her house- 
hold duties instead of 
monopolizing 
the Master's attention. 
That Martha 
should "come up suddenly" to him— 
as the verb literally 
means—betrays 
not merely a touch of temper, but a 
certain familiarity of approach which 
Is suggestive of the intimacy which ex- 
isted between Christ and these two sis- 
ters. 
And it is in the light of that un- 
constrained confidence that 
we are 
able to 
appreciate the 
geniality of 
Christ's reply. 
It is hardly fair to call 
It a rebuke. 
It is rather the half- 
bantering response of one who, recog- 
nizing the anxious hospitality of a gen- 
erous hostess, seeks 
to relieve her 
anxiety, while at the same time de- 
fending the more 
spiritually-minded 
Mary who sat at his feet. 


But most beautifully this mark of 
utter confidence in his sympathy was 
shown by these sisters in the message 
they sent to Jesus when Lasarus fell 


ill. 
"He whom thou lovest is sick.". 
That is all. The message contained no 
request. 
It wa,8 enough, these grief- 
stricken sisters felt, to tell the Master 
that his friend was sick.

Fathers, Doctors and 
Ministers Who Smoke 
Are Seeing the Light

Recently at the close of a lecture 
to high school students on the evils of 
the cigarette, the young men crowded 
around me, and said, "Doctor, what 
you say appeals to us, but why is it 
so many doctors smoke?" 
It was a 
hard question to answer. It is one that 
frequently comes up. 
I said doctors 
smoke for the same reason that other 
men smoke; because they have be- 
come addicted to the smoke and find 
themselves unable to give it up. 
We 
have to admit that there are good doc- 
tors who smoke, but no good doctor 
will ever advise his 
boy to smoke, 
much less his wife or daughter. There 
are good men who smoke, but all good 
men advise their boys not to smoke; 
they advise their 
daughters not to 
smoke.

Bacteria, germs and 
micro-organ- 
ism are all different names for the 
same things. 
• Bacteria are the 
smallest and 
sim- 
plest forms of life 
of which we have- 
a n y 
knowledge. 
Under the 
micro- 
scope they appear 
a s s h o r t 
r o d s , 
spheres, 
or 
less 
f r e q u e n t l y 
as 
spirals. 
Bacteria takes In food and 
excrete 
certain wastes. 
They 
also 
have the ability to multiply in number, 
usually by splitting in two, after which 
each of the parts rapidly grows to full 
size. 


The popular idea is that all bacteria 
produce deadly diseases. 
The truth Is 
that comparatively few do. 
A major- 
ity do no harm whatever. 


Outside of the human body disease- 
producing bacteria die fairly rapidly. 
They grow and thrive in the warm, 
moist cavities of the body. 


There are two great 
methods of 
spread as far as diseases known in 
this country are concerned 
In typhoid 
fever, dysentery and cholera the In- 
fection leaves the body of the sick in 
the Intestinal discharges. 


In measles, diphtheria, scarlet fe- 
ver, whooping cough, mumps, 
grip, 
pulmonary tuberculosis and common 
colds the infection leaves the body of 
the sick In the discharges from the 
mouth and throat. 


Fingers and flies are active carriers 
of germs contained in the discharges 
from the human body.

Bear in mind that water that Is o!ear 
and sparkling may not always be pure. 
An old-fashioned well Is no ;TuirAntee 
of safety, so make certain that sur- 
face water does not drain into it. 


Milk from cows housed in dirty and 
insanitary sheds may also carry ty- 
phoid germs. 
It is also well to either 
peel or cook all fruits and veg<3table8 
before eating.

against this disease before ritarting on 
a trip. 


Good Poise TsEssential 
in War Time.

This is true in greater measure if the 
stranger is a person of unfortunate 
circumstances, and the very fact that 
he keeps a respectful distance is an 
indication that he is worth cultivat- 
ing. 


With you it is different. You are at 
home among your friends, where you 
are at 
no risk. 
Your virtues 
.-ire 
known and your faults have been dis- 
counted. 
You are free to act without 
restraint, and If God has blessed your 
heart with a warm feeling for all man- 
kind, the way is clear for you to ap- 
proach the stranger who stands in his 
loneliness in your familiar zone. 


This is a test of your Christianity— 
whether it be the 
true article or a 
spurious kind. 


But that is not all. 
It would be a 
stiff-necked one indeed who could not 
offer a hand to well-behaved, reflned 
looking stranger. 
Most any of us are 
keen enough to know there is always 
a fair chance with such to make a 
valuable acquaintance. 
The real test 
comes when the stranger is unattrac- 
tive, through 
some misfortune 
or 
other; when there is something for- 
bidding 
about 
him. 
He 
may 
be 
haughty, he may be ugly, he may be 
gloomy, he may be ragged and down 
at the heel—but then, he is a stranger, 
and somehow he has drifted into your 
reach.

with magnified dwellings. 
The River 
Euphrates running through the cen- 
ter, with a wall on either side, mak- 
ing 30 miles of river wall, 150 gates of 
solid brass, and hanging gardens ris- 
ing terrace above terrace, until they

Among the large

was the Temple of Lelus, three miles 
in circumference at the base, also two 
royal palaces, one three and one-half 
miles, the other eight miles in circum- 
ference, connected with each other by 
a subterranean tunnel under the River 
Euphrates.

rhe Statement Made at the Recent Agriculture Conference at St. Louis That the Poultry Pro^ucte 
of the United Sta^e^ CSuW % Dou^d Within a Ye^, Mean^ That if Everybody in a Posi- 
tion to Help Did Their Part, Six Hundred Million Dollars Worth of Food Would Be Added 
to Our Supply This Ye^—This Includes Both Meat For the Table and Eggs. 


V^ry few fajrmer? practice a system- 
atic plan of disposiiig of their fpwls 
after they have 'àea^eà to be produc- 
tive. altilQUgh it 
' 
k n o ^ n " that 
fowls of ' the he^ayier breeds, such as 
the Plymouth Roc^s, cease to 
pro- 
duce a profitable number of eggs at 
the end of their second laying year, 
and that this holds true of the lighter 
breeds, such as the Leghorns, at the

end of their third laying year. 
Con- 
sequently, if efforts were made to dis- 
pose of all females when their best 
laying days were over a large quantity 
of poultry meat would be placed on 
the 
market. 
All 
poorly 
developed 
chickens should likewise be culled out 
and used as meat. 
This way of dis- 
posing of unprofitable fowl;, would al- 
low the farmer to feed his grain to 
younger and more productive fowls. 


I ' a p o n i z i n g 
the cockerels that 
are 
not 
intended 
for breeding 
purposes 
will not only increase their size but 
will place a more desirable 
poultry 
mear on the mar,ket. 
Another 
prac- 
tice 
that 
should 
be 
adopted 
more 
widely is that of fattening all chick- 
ens that are to be marketed 
before 
thpy leave the 
farm. 
This can 
be 
done easily by confining the birds for 
a week or tep days and feeding Ihem a 
pood 
fattening 
ration. 
They 
will 
romc to market then in better condi- 
tion and 
the 
farmer 
will receive 
a 
prnfit for their added weight. 


The greater production of turkeys, 
r.'.icki-. 
geese, 
and 
guineas, 
all 
of 
which can be profitably raised and a 
ready market found in most sections, 
ould increase the supply of poultry 
nr^at considerably. 
The production of 
: ks especially should be emphasized 
•his time, because of the rapidity 
V. h which they grow. 
Ducks oi most 
< f ihc meat breeds, properly fed and 
managed, frequently weigh from five 
tfi Fix pounds at ten weeks of age. 
It 


is estimated, by po^^ultryinen making' a 
speç^ity ot grrowins/duck^ that 
t^e 
f^ed cost per poiind oiÇ producing du(ik 
meat range's f r o m 8 ceq(t5 to 12 cents, 
depending- upon the current prices of 
grain and other feeds. 


The number of marketable e^^s can 
be increased by following' a few prac- 
tical suggestions. 
Amopg the 
most 
important of these arç the production 
of the infertile egg a f t e r thV b r ^ d - 
ing season is over, and 
the 
propçr 
handling of eggs by the f a r m e r before 
sending them to market. 
The infertile 
egg is obtained when all male birds 
are removed 
from 
the 
flock. 
This 
does not decre?-se the n u m b ç r of eggs 
produced, but it does i n c r e p e greatly, 
their keeping qualities. 
"I^e produc- 
tion of the infertile egg and the proper 
handling and 
marketing of eggs by 
the producer woiild increase treraen- 
dously the liiimber of marketable eggs 
each year by diminishing the quantity 
that a^-e rendered unfit for foo4- 


An increased production of ducks' 
eggs is advisable where available m a r - 
kets are found. 


The poultry house should be clean 
and sanitary and the fowls free f r o m 
insect pests, thereby preventing 
dis- 
ease and mortality. 
It is estimated 
that nearly $9,000,060 worth of poultry 
is lost each year through disease alone. 
Special attention should be given to 
the 
feeding and 
housing 
of 
laying 
fowls at seasons of the year 
when 
their natural source of food supply is 
cut off. 


Broody hens greatly reduce the egg 
yield and in this time of egg shortage 
it is iniportant that each hen be kept 
busy. 
It is a mistake to let them sit 
simply because they want to. 
If they 


largely a state of mind. 
If the broody 
coop is put where thè hen can see the 
rest of the flock she will ^ o w . restless. 
After four days let her return to the 
flock. 
By tiiis time 
she will 
have 
changed her mind' and will go baick 
to laying. 
Be sure to feed her liber- 
ally while in the coop, for laying hens 
must have a surplus of fat. 
A hen in 
poor flesh rarely lays' 
A little atten- 
tion to the broody hen will m a k e 
a 
great difference in the looks of 
the 
balance sheet. 
In t h ^ e days of high 
priced eggs it is i m p o r ^ n t that 
the 
hen take as little" vàiòatiori as possible. 


The actual economy secured by the 
keeping of a small flock of chickens 
-depends primarily upon their egg pro- 
duction, and this in turn is largely a 
matter qf care. 
Under fayp.rahle con- 
ditions, however, it is estimated 
that 
150 eggs the first year and 120 the 
second is a fair return f r o m the ordi- 
nary hen. 
On the other hafid, àt l e ^ t 
from 25 to 5Ò cents a year must be 
expended for gruin and other feeds, 
the exact a m o u n t depending upon the 
quantity of table scraps and green and 
insect food available. 
Where aU "the 
feed must be purchased, frorn ijl to 
$1.25 is allowe<^ 
Even in the mos^t 
thrifty household, 
howeyer. there 
is 
always a large quantity of table scraps, 
vegetable 
parings, 
and 
other 
"left 
overs" for the hens," so that a con- 
siderable portion of their feed con- 
sists 
of 
w h a t 
otherwise 
would 
be 
carried off the place by the garbage 
man. 


Although 
of less Importance 
than 
the eggs, the supply of poultry for the 
table furnished by the home flock is 
an item that can not be overlooked.

Fiiç^nfily Birds apd 
Insects in th^ Garden 


We should learn to distinguish be- 
tween foes and' friends in' the garden, 
and if necossary the children should 
be taught early the difference between 
insects and 
birds t h a t do h a r m 
to 
plaints arid those that do good. Shake«, 
toads and lizards, instead'of being in- 
juribus to plants, are âiwaîfs Ihyal- 
uable helps in keeping down inJuHous, 
insects. 
Snakes may be repulsive in 
appearance, and poisonous ohes very 
dangerous,' but the ordinary 
ground 
snakes will not hurt one, and 
they 
Will keep down mice", bugs and insects 
as nothing eise can. 
As a rtile, the 
noxious insects are 
in the 
greatest 
nu^nbers in our gardens," and 
hence 
toads, lizards and;^ snakes that eat all 
that come near them destrpy more of 
the foés than friends. 
Ï s'hould never 
think of killing one of the;^ créatures 
in the garden, but woulij be more in- 
clined to protect them,'arid even to 
import them into the garden. 
I have 
seen a small gçay lizard clean oft the 
worms f r o m a field of cabbages as fast 
as they could multiply. 
Attracted by 
the fat feast, t h e lizard returned every 
day, and he would m a k e trips up and 
down the rows of cabbages iihtil not a 
worm could be found.—C. M. M.

P D I L D I N ^ 


Concrete is a good building mate- 
rial or it is not and this will depend 
upon t^e materials used and the way 
they 
are 
handled. 
W h e n 
properly 
made -concréte 
is 
the 
best 
known 
building material but care is needed 
in the making. 
Cement 
blocks 
are 
manufactured and offered for sale in 
very 
many 
communities 
which 
are 
not only practically worthless for per- 
manent 
construction 
but 
some 
of 
them are positively dangerous. 
The 
chief reason for this lies in the fact 
that they are mixed too dry in order 
to take the molds or they aré 
too 
poor in cement or both. 
Such blocks 
absorb moisture readily and 
rapidly 
and 
soon 
begin 
to 
crumble. 
Use 
plenty of good cement and mix very 
wet and the blocks will be waterproof 
and lasting as the agea. 


This Hopper Prevents Feed Waste. 


are allowed to follow their inclinations 
they will sit indefinitely. 
If they are 
broken up they will begin laying again 
in about ten days, provided that they 
are in good condition. 


Such methods as dipping the broody 
hen in water are useless in breaking 
her up and they may impair future 
egg production. 
As soon as the hen 
shows signs of broodiness she should 
be removed to a slat or wire bottom 
coop. 
She will be easier broken up at 
first than later. 
Bi-oodiness is quite 


perpetuating there 
will be 
approxi- 
mately 12 or 13 cockerels, almost all 
of which can be used best for food. 
Half of the hens must go each year 
also, so that allowing for losses and 
for birds reserved for breeding there 
still will be enough appreciably to af- 
fect the butcher's-bill. 


From 12 to 25- hens are sufllcient to 
provide 
the

enough eggs and meat to render the 
keeping 
of 
the 
birds 
worth 
while. 
The amount of outdoor spac© the flock 


will require may he estimated at al?out 
25 square feet for ekxib bird." 
There 
are instances in which chicHen? have 
thrived with much less than this, but 
unless the soil is esPliC^Hy favorable 
and the birds receive unusually good 
care, crowding is likely to prove un- 
profitable. 


Poultry 
specialists do not 
recom- 
mend, however, that pvery one with 
the 
requisite 
space 
at 
his 
disposal 
should go in for chicken raising. 
Un- 
less there 
is a 
natural 
Interest 
in 
poultry or a deterininatipn to 
make 
the flock a source of real 
economy, 
even if it does take time and trouble, 
the venture is not likely to prove suc- 
cessful. 
Lack of care may result In 
disease that will sweep off the entiré 
flock, and it is almost certain to cause 
a reduction in egg production that will 
make the birds a burden Instead of a 
help.

Hence concentrates usually command 
á high figure when hogá pi) the hoof 
at large packing centers seir~at more 
than 1$ ^cents per pound. 
Howeyer, 
record 
prices for swine as vyeli a^ 
feed concentrates have been a great 
incentive to f a r m e r s to "cash in" all 
the hogs available. 
That many sows 
havf) been included is evident f r p m 
the fact that Bureau 
of Crop 
Esti- 
mates report approximately three per 
cent 
fewer 
sows 
on 
f a r m s 
in 
the 
United States than a year ago. 
F u r - 
ther, this is the first year that 
the 
supply has not Increased since 1913. 


At this time the marketing of 
a 
sow that can be or has been "bred is 
fairly comparable to "killing the goosg 
that laid the golden egg." 
Although 
the fecundity of swine is well appre- 
ciated by farmers, at times sows are 
sacrificed when 
a little 
forethought 
would 
cause 
them 
to 
be 
retained. 
Breeding sows 
multiply 
five 
or 
six 
times as rapidly as other meat ani- 
mals. 
They have an average litter of 
five or six pigs and may ^ 
bred twice 
a year, although three times in two 
years accords more with curi-ent f a r m 
practice. 
The litters increase in size. 
On the average, until sows are five or 
six years old. 
However, a large Ejrp- 
portion of the sows are sold a ' t e r pro-

Ekjual 
parts of corn and oats have been found 
to be a gpod mixture to feed. 
Stal- 
lions and work horses that are to be 
shown should be fed enough grain and 
hay to put them 
in good 
condition. 
A little grass or green feed of some 
kind is useful ag a conditioner and as 
an appetizer. 


Draft holies are shown at halter ex- 
cept in the case of draft pairs. 
It is 
good form to show mares and young 
ifciirses with 
rope 
halters. 
Halters 
/r.ade from half-inch rope are prefer- 
able 
except 
for foals when 
halters 
made f r o m three-eighths inch rope are 
more in keeping with the size of the 
animal. 
Driaft stallions 
are 
shown 


with heavy bridles. 
Horses should be 
taught to stand 
and to lead 
before 
they are brought into the ring. 
Most 
horses show to good advantage when 
stretched slightly. 
It is advisable to 
exercise all horses to be shown fpr 
considerable 
time 
before the 
show, 
both at the walk and at the trot. 
Find 
a level strip of road and let the ani- 
mal 
walk and 
trot back 
and 
forth 
over a space of 100 feet for ten or 
fifteen 
minutes each day so that 
he 
may know what is expected of him 
when shown. 
Always stand a 
horse 
with his front feet on slightly higher 
ground than his hind feet. 


It is important that horses be well 
groomed. 
The materials usually used 
for grooming 
are 
cufry comb, 
hair 
brush, fiber brush, woolen cloth and 
damp sawdust. 
To get an 
animal's 
coat in good condition the comb and 
fiber 
brush, 
followed 
by 
the 
hair 
bru|h, should be used every day. After 
currying, a woolen cloth rubbed over 
the coat gives the hair a gloss and 
also takes up any dust that may be 
deposited. 
To remove dirt from the 
hair, sawdust which has been 
thor- 
oughly dampened, should be 
rubbed 
into the hair and then brushed 
out 
with a stiff bristle brush. 


The mane a.nd tail should be combed 
daily. 
Tangled parts should 
first 
be 
separated with the fingers as a comb 
is likely to pull out the hair. 
In the 
larger shoys the manes are braided 
and the tails are tied and 
artificial 
flowers are usually appropriately at- 
tached. 


The attractiveness of an animal is 
often enhanced by shoeing with heavy 
shoes, 
by, well 
oiled 
hoofs and 
by 
singeing the long hairs about the jaws, 
ears, and other places with a lighted 
tallow candle.

of all the grain eaten by the whole 
KTpup. 


P r o m this it might appear that the 
California birds are decidedly injuri- 
ous, but It must not be forgotten that 
oats, which « a k e up the bulk of their 
grain food, grow wild throughout the 
state and it is probable that a 
g r ^ t 
part of the oats gonsumed comes from 
the 
wild 
plants, the destruction 
of 
whose seed is a benefit.-

Toads Are Valiiable 


That toads are of economic value, 
particularly 
to the gardener, Is the 
assertion of Dr. J. E. Ackert. 


"It has been estimated that one toad 
is worth $19.44 in a single season be- 
cause of the cutworms it 
devours," 
said 
Doctor 
Ackert. 
Approximately 
88 per cent of the food of the toad 
consists of garden pests. 


The toad is nocturnal in habit, com- 
ing out in the dusk to search for food, 
which consists mostly of insects apd 
their larvae. 
During the day it sleeps 
in its burrow, made by backing into 
the soft earth or dense vegetation. 


Toads are of special value, 
since 
they are accustomed to live In gar- 
dens, 
where 
insects are 
most 
inju- 
ious. 
In some sections of the United 
States the gardeners eyen buy 
them 
to aid in keeping obnoxious 
insects 
under control. 


The popular belief that toads 
are 
poisonous is ei'roneous. 
They possess 
a rough, warty skin, which, however, 
does not cause the formation of warts 
upon the hands of those who handle 
them, as is often supposed. 


The Garden Toad. 


A few toads in hotbeds and 
cold 
frames are of inestimable value. Theif 
will keep down all insects t h a t begin 
to shpw themselves, findiiig them tin- 
der leaves and stalks that " hide them 
f r o m an ordinary' observer. 
In Paris 
toads are regularly caught and sold to 
gardeners for insect hunting in their 
{^eenhouses. 
And yet many boys and 
older people destroy them 
ruthlessly 
as goon as they discover them ip the 
K^deni. 
The toads wiil eat cut worms 
by the 
wholesale, 
if they 
can 
And 
them, and I have seen them 
deyour 
potato b u f s in great numbers 
when 
deprived of more palatable food.

(1) Kill as many fiies as possible 
when they appear in spring. 
These 
first flies are the parents of the mil- 
lions 
of 
germ-laden 
flies that 
will 
make life miserable throughout sum- 
mer. 
One fly killed early in the spring 
is equal* to millions killed in Ai^rust 
or September. 


(2) Endeavor to prevent flies f r p m 
breeding or feeding on the premiae^. 
Some flies will escape because 
thev 
will breed in decayed vegetabie mat- 
ter or in the droppings of animals in 
the pastures. 
However th(^e will be 
almost negligible. 


• (3) Fly traps are essential. 
They 
catch the flies coming from breedlpg 
Places and thus prevent their migrat- 
ing to the house. 


(4) Enlist the co-operation 
pf all 
dealers in food supplies. 
Show them 
the danger from flies and what may 
result f r o m unsanitary 
surroundings 
of their premises. 
If necessary, pat- 
ronize only thoge dealers who 
keep 
their 
premises 
and 
their 
products 
properly 
screened. 
They 
will 
soon 
¿lean 
their 
premises 
and 
eliminate 
flies 
if the campaign 
Is' brought 
to 
them in this 
financial 
light." 


(5) Endeavor to obtain community 
cp-operatipn In the fly campaign. 
Do 
not be discouraged if a few people can- 
not be Ipduced to clea.n up their prem- 
ises. 
As soon as tli'ey see that 
the 
campaign is effective they will readily 
cp-o^erate.

The dairy cow will be called upon 
to yield her maximum share of the 
world's food gupply'during the coming 
months of war. 
She can be depended 
upon for production but preservation 
of the milk is man's part. 
The value 
of milk is dependent upon the carc it 
receives after It is drawn from 
the 
cow; consequently preservation is as 
essential as production. 
Milk is dan- 
gerous as h u m a n food if it contains 
disease germs or worthless if it is so 
loaded with bacteria that its complex 
food nutrients are partly decomposed. 
It is equally valueless to the producer 
and distributor if it sours before it 
can be put to use. 


To prevent the entrance of disease 
germs into milk, healthy, 
tuberculin 
tested cows free from any udder inflam- 
mation or garget are the first essentials. 
Healthy men, and pure water from a 
protected well or spring are of second 
iinportance. 
Clean utensils, 
covered 
pails and clean cows come next. 


Keeping milk 
sweet is entirely 
a 
matter of cleanliness and temperature 
regulation. 
Cows free from 
manure 
and dirt, especially in the region of 
the udder and 
flanks; 
utensils 
that 
are 
carefully cleansed, 
scalded 
and 
dried; and careful protection of 
the 
milk from flies and 
dirt after pro- 
duction, will prevent the entrance of 
bacteria into milk. 


Milk is soured by bacteria develop- 


ment 
and 
multiplication 
Bacteria 
cannot reproduce fast enough to sour 
milk in 24 hours if it is kept below a 
temperature of 55 degrees F 
There- 
fore. milk should be cooled as soon 
after 
production 
as 
possible. 
The 
easiest 
and 
most 
prn-tlcal 
plan 
of 
cooling is tc sink the cans to the level 
of the milk in a tub or running spring 
of cold water and to stir the milk fre- 
quently for 5 or 10 minutes until cool. 


The ^ m i l y Favorite. 


It should be held at or below 55 de- 
grees F. if possible until used. 


The five essentials for production ol 
first grade milk are: 
1. Healthy cows 
and men; 2. Clean cow.<5 and men; 3.

CHECK-REINS.

Check-reins cause more stiff shoulders 
and weak knees than all other causes 
combined. 
Colts should not be made 
to endure the bitting bridle oyer fif- 
teen minutes at a time. 
To keep it 
on half a day. as some dp. Is to infilct 
one of the worst punishments possible. 
Sonjo colts are permanently 
Injured 
by it.

Wheat prices fell 8c fn Fort Wayne mar- 
kets Saturday, all dealers lowering their 
quotations accordingly. The drop is in 
line with a tendency toward 
Aveakness 
noted in all larger market centers for the 
past few days. 
Receipts have been hold- 
ing up fairly well here and rumors to the 
effect that some was to be imported have 
affected the prices throughout the country. 


Flour prices were lowered 40c by two 
local millers with the drop in wheat. Hay, 
corn and oats, however, were caught in an 
advance.

Germany." 


There is a German empire and a German emper- 
or 
a Deutsches reich and a Deutscher 
kaiser. 


When Prince Henry visited tho Untterl States in 
1002, Mr. Seth Low. thnn mayor of New York, re- 
ferred to.him in his welcoming speech, as 
the 


••brother of the emperor of Germany." Immediate- 
ly a howl went up from protesting Germans. Prince

Tho unexpected collapse of Rouma- 


nla almost Immediately after her entry 
Into 
tho 
war. which puzzled most 


American observers, we now learn was 
due to the deliberate betrayal of tho 
country by the Russian premier. Boris 
Sturmcr. Roumania, we arc told, was 
practically forced Into tho war at Rus- 
ijla'n bidding and was told that she 
could rely upon her neighbor and ally 
for both men und munitions. Neither 
wore forthcoming, and Falkcnhayn's 
armies swept through the province of 
Wallnchla almost unchecked. 


Nor was the treachery confined sole- 


ly to tho Russian bureaucrats. 
Carl 


W. Ackerman. who. now that he IB out 
of Germany, can 
speak 
freoly, has 


placed It on record that while he wa« 
with the German armies In Roumanla 
he saw the Roumanian battle plans 
which had been communicated In ad- 
vance to tho Germans. These allega- 
tions of treachery are no mere news- 
paper speculation*, for no less a per- 
son than General Ilicscu, the the form- 
er chief of the Roumanian general 
staff, roundly charges that "tho defeat 
ot Roumanla was foreseen and organ- 
ized" by tho pro-German Russian pre- 
mier, Boris Sturmcr, "who wished to 
finish the war." In an Interview given 
to a correspondent of the Paris Matin, 
the general said: 


Roumnnia has been equipping 


and reorganizing her army, which 
was to be Increased from ISO.000 
to 820,000 men (including 560,- 
Ono combatants), but owing to rtlf-, 
ficulties of transport and commun- 
ication she was still not ready to 
enter the war in July, 1916. Tho 
Sturmer ministry* Insisted, how- 
ever, on her entering. To the de- 
mand by Roiimania that Russia 
should provide two hundred thou- 
sand soldiers for the Dobrudja to 
secure Roumania from an attack 
by Bulgaria, Mr. Sturmer replied 
that twelve thousand men would 
he ample to make a political dem- 
onstration, and declared that the 
Bulgarians would never be willing 
to fight against Russia. 
The long Interview given by Gen-

Mr. Sturmcr wished, tho

There IK one of tho Im- 
pomlerabllla which no Kouman- 
ian. French or English diplomat 
would have be«n able to foresee, 
but this was our ruin. 
Tho general's statements are con- 


firmed by a widely known Roumanian 
advocate. C. Commolanu, who was in 
Russia when Roumanla was In tho 
darkest dnys of defeat. 
Writing In 


the Gazette do Lausanne, ho says: 


The treachery of those In power 


In Petrogrnd has been n secret to 
nobody In Roumania. For three 
months we have all been aware of 
the facts. I myself last December 
had a flagrant proof. On my Jour- 
noy from Jassy to Petrogrod I ob- 
served at many stations lying fnr- 
gr.tton .on the sidings numberless 
trains loaded with guns and air- 
planes and an enormous mass of 
war material bearing the visible 
inscription: 
"Consignment from 


the Munitions (or War) Ministry 
of France to the Rumanian War 
Ministry." 


Surprised to see all these trains 


immobilized in the stations at the 
\-ery time that our army was cry- 
ing out for these guns- and air- 
planes and munitions, with the 
passion of despair I'made Inquir- 
ies of the employes of the stations 
at Tircspol, Kief, Moghilef, etc. 
Everywhere I received the stereo- 
typed answer: 
"Government or- 


ders to hold up this transport." 
But even in well informed quar- 
ters in Roumania it was not real- 
ized before the month of October 
that Sturmcr had betrayed us. It 
seems to have been General Ber- 
thelot, the head of the French 
mission in Roumania, who was the 
first to say to King Ferdinandy a 
few days after his arrival: "Sire, 
we have been betrayed, and tho 
treason comes from Petrograd."

they will simply be throwing open the 
door to war within their borders. Of 
course It suits us over here for them 
to keep the war going, nut It Is In their 
own Interest as well."

on America's entrance Into the war 
has been widely discussed* Shaw In 
his Interview today pol/itod out that 
America's action hnd In turn affected 
the Russian revolution.

lowlng: 


"Four and one-half pounds of bread, 


having about tho sam« food value as 
three pounds of wheat or rye flour, 
oatmeal, corn meal, hominy or rice;

Stiehm. director of athletics of Indiana 
university, has issued a statement giving 
his reasons why he believes athletics 
should not be abolished among the west-' 
ern conference universities on account of 
the war. 


After stating that the universities and 


colleges especially In the line of athletics, 
already had been hit hard by the men en- 
listing, Stiehm Quoted Maj.-Gen. Leonard 
Wood, who. he said, had urged that the 
students remain in school pending the ac- 
ceptlon of the government's conscription 
plans. Stiehm added that from the utter- 
ances of Gen. Wood and others in author- 
ity he believed it was the government's 
plan to develop officers from the univers- 
ity men and that it did not desire them 
to enlist in the ranks. 


"Patriotism of the real stamp. I believe," 


Director Stiehm said, "demands that the 
university man of the country restrain 
their patriotic desires to join at once In 
the struggle and that they heed the call of 
tho government to 'mark time' pending 
assignment to tasks for which they ar« 
best fitted and in which capacity they will 
be of the greatest possible service to (heir 
country. 


"Present military needs alone should 


not be considered. What of the future? 
In a recent report of a ranking officer of 
the United States army, figures were sub- 
mitted to show that 46.8 per cent of the 
personnel of ten of the volunteer regiments 
organized in 1898 were applicants for pen- 
sions on account of physical disability by 
1900. 
It is patent that the same result will 


follow the present war If the men who 
enlist are not physically fit. Is Indiana 
university to lag behind in helping to 
make them so?" 


After quoting Maj. Palmer Pierce, of the 


United States army, as favoring Intercol- 
eglate athletics and pointing out that 
.thletics are to bo continued at both West 
Point and Annapolis, Mr. Stiehm said that 
t was not In all cases patriotism that 
decided some schooln to drop athletics. Ho 
declared some had abandoned Intercollegi- 
ate sports because of the expense of main- 
taining the department and that others 
had o,uit athletics for the reason that 
some of their athletes had left school and 
that they feared for their athletics reputa- 
tions. 


Director Stiehm closed his statement by 


quoting from President Wilson's statement 
In favor of continuing intercollegiate ath- 
letlf. as follows: 


"1 would be sincerely sorry to see the 


man and boys In our colleges and schools 
give up their athletic sports and I ljop« 
rnont ulncerely that the normal course of 
college »ports will b» continued as far 
sat possible, not only ta afford a diversion 
of the American people in the days to 
come, when we shall, no doubt, have our 
nhare of mental depression, but as a real 
contribution to the national defense, for 
our young men must bo mado physically 
fit In ordar that later they mako take, tho 
place of those who aro not now of mili- 
tary nex, and exhibit tho vigor and alert- 
newt which we ar« proud to believe to be 
characteristic of our young men."

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THE FRIENDSHIP OF JESUS 


WAS SHOWN REMARKABLY IN 


SOME INCIDENTS OF MINISTRY 


(By the 
Sage 
late Rev. Donald 


Mackey.)

New York, 
at the conference on the Gospel of 
1903"' heW at Providence. R- I- In 


The home at Bethany was the geo- 


graphical center of the friendships of 
Jesus. To the Fourth Gospel we owe 
an imperishable debt of gratitude for 
that exquisite chapter in the Saviour's 
life. 
Bethany, lying peacefully amid 


the uplands of Judea among the vine- 
clad hills. an<J shadowed by its spread- 
Ing date palms, 
was the 
Blim in 


v..rlsfs life, the quiet resting place 
toward which in his weariest days he 
turned his feet, not doubting the wel- 
come of love which awaited him there. 
Bethany brought the touch of home to 
a homeless man. Over that village 
home there rests for the Christian an 
almost idyllic light, peaceful, restful, 
like that of the early morning before 
the birds are awake. With its tender 
memories it enshrined the holy hu- 
man sympathy of Jesus. His place in 
every home is made secure by his 
presence In that simple household, a 
presence that consecrates the family 
and makes the humblest home a sanc- 
tuary. His love for man is made in- 
tense and personal by his love for 
Martha and Mary and Lazarus; Mary, 
"whose eyes were homes of 
silent 


prayer;" Martha, whose heart was 
burdened down with care; and Laza- 
ruB, whose vision pierced the night of 
death. 


His was a friendship that invited 


confidence and disarmed fear. Take, 
for example. Martha's 
approach to 


him (recorded by Luke), when in a 
moment of petulance she appealed to 
him to send Mary back to her house- 
hold duties instead of monopolizing 
the Master's attention. That Martha 
•hould "come up suddenly" to him— 
as the verb literally means—betrays 
not merely a touch of temper, but a 
certain familiarity of approach which 
Is suggestive of the Intimacy which ex- 
isted between Christ and these two sis- 
ters. And It Is in the light of that un- 
constrained confidence that 
we are 


able to appreciate the 
geniality of 


Christ's reply. It is hardly fair to call 
It a rebuke. It Is rather the half- 
bantering response of one who, recog- 
nizing the anxious hospitality of a gen- 
erous hostess, seek* to relieve her 
anxiety, while at the same time de- 
fending the more spiritually-minded 
Mary who sat at his feet. 


But most beautifully this mark of 


utter confidence In his sympathy was 
shown by these sisters In the message 
they sent to Jegus when Lazarus fell 


ill. "He whom thou lovest is sick." 
That Is all. The message contained no 
request. 
It was enough, these grief- 


stricken sisters felt, to tell the Master 
that his friend was sick. Friendship 
has no higher mark than that. The 
silence, the reserves of a true friend- 
ship, are 
more eloquent 
than its 


speech. The language of the heart in 
the hour of its necessity fills up the 
gaps of the broken speech, and what 
the lips cannot articulate.,love inter- 
prets and love fulfills. 


It Is not without significance that 


the friendship of Jesus 
toward the 


household at Bethany found its high- 
est expression In the hour of a great 
sorrow and through a great self-sac- 
rifice. The llth chapter of John is a 
life-commentary on the exceeding pre-' 
clousness of Christ's presence in the 
last and saddest moi .lents of experi- 
ence. 
To that grief-shadowed home 


he came, even though he knew his 
coming meant the 
hastening of his 


own death, as it proved; and forget- 
ful of self, forgetful for the moment 
even of his own power over death, he 
bowed his head In tears so deep, so in- 
tense, that those standing near could 
not but exclaim, "Behold how he loved 
him!" 
Never save on the cross, were 


the human and the divine in Christ so 
sharply contrasted, and yet. too. never 
so matchlessly blended as when, one 
moment weeping In sympathy by the 
grave, the 
next moment 
he said: 


"Lazarus, come forth." Than that act 
of bringing back life from the tomb, 
friendship could go only one step fur- 
ther—the laying down of his own life 
for his friends. 
And that coronation 


of friendship Jesus reached on the 
cross. 


What. then, was the basis of this 


friendship of Christ? What was the 
supreme condition of entrance into 
this holy fellowship? The answer to 
that question Is found 
In the 15th 


chapter of John. If the llth chapter, 
with its exquisite picture of the Beth- 
any home, is the historical record of 
his friendship, the 15th chapter, with 
its beautiful parable of the vine and 
the branches, is the spiritual record 
of his friendship. 
As the vine drew 


its life from the root burled out of 
sight, and as the 
branches brought 


forth their fruit through the unseen 
currents of life which flowed from that 
hidden root, so henceforth their life 
In him and his friendship with them 
would be realized by their spiritual 
communion with an unseen friend. So 
the great words were spoken. "Abide 
in mo; . . . henceforth I call you 
not servants . . . but friends." 
"Ye or* my friends, if ye do whatso- 
ever I command you. 
If y« know 


these things, happy are ye If ye do 
them."

Fathers, Doctors and 


Ministers Who Smoke 


Are Seeing the Light 


(Daniel H. Kress. M. D-. In the Sunday 


School Times.) 


Recently at the close of a lecture 


to high school students on the evils of 
the cigarette, the young men crowded 
around rne. and said. "Doctor, what 
you say appeals to us. but why is it 
so many doctors smoke?" It was a 
hard question to answer. It is one that 
frequently comes up. I said doctors 
smoke for the same reason that other 
men smoke; because they have be- 
come addicted to the smoke and find 
themselves unable to give It up. We 
have to admit that there are good doc- 
tors who smoke, but no good doctor 
will ever advise his 
boy to smoke, 


much less his wife or daughter. There 
are good men who smoke, but all good 
men advise their boys not to smoke; 
they advise their 
daughters not to 


smoke. 


Shortly after my lecture at the high 


school I was introduced to a physician 
as "the foe of the cigarette" while he 
was in the act of rolling one. He felt 
rather guilty I suppose, for he said, 
"Well, if I had a boy I would not 
smoke, for the sake of keeping him 
from it." I reminded him that other 
men's boys were influenced by what he 
did just as his own boy would be. 


At a meeting not long ago where 


an appeal was made to boys to sign 
the pledge against smoking cigarettes, 
a manly boy stepped forward, accom- 
panied by his father and mother, and 


I said, "I want to sign the pledge.." The 
! father and mother encouraged him to 
I do so. 
But this was not all. The 


father felt ha had a duty to perform. 
He said, "For the sake of my boy I 
will give up cigars." This was a con- 
sistent thing for him to do. It will 
do more to keep that boy In the future 
than anything that that father could 
have said. 


At a meeting of ministers In one of 


our large cities, one of their number, 
a prominent minister, who had for 
twenty-flve years been a smoker, arose 
and said: "Though I was not a cigar- 
ette smoker, I have signed this pledge 
so that I can advocate it with a clear 
conscience among the school boys. 
And I would advise you brethren who 
smoke to quit. 
I don't know how 


many of you Indulge, but I know that 
some of you do. I saw the light when 
I saw that any father In my congrega- 
tion, in trying to persuade his boy to 
stop smoking:, would find It difficult 
to get around his son's retort. 'But. 
papa, the preacher smokes.' Gentle- 
men, 
cut It out; It does not pay." 


This was a consistent thing for the 
preacher to do. It wait good advice 
he cave. The more «xalted the posi- 
tion occupied by a man. the more de- 
termined is his influence. If that Influ- 
ence Is on the wrong sldo. Tcs, gen- 
tlemen, it Is n gentlemanly act to cut 
it out; it does not pay to smoke. 


Judge Arnold, of Chicago, Informed 


m« that at a banquet given In honor 
of Judge 
Plnkney, of 
the Chicago 


juvenile court, the ovlls resulting from 
the use of cigarettes by boys was un- 
der discussion. 
One present 
said, 


"Boys smoke because men smoke. A 
short time ago." said he, "I said to a 
boy, 'Why do you smoke?' The little 
fellow replied. 'Because I want to smell 
like a man.' This answer Is a little 
out of the ordinary, but It Is a fact. 
Boys want to look like men; they want 
to act like man; and some I suppose 
even want to smell llko men. 
For 


the sake of the boys, good men should 
cut out tobacco.

With such 
loyal 


friends and helpers it Is not strange 
that John Watson remained In the 
ministry, and that he became one of 
the most eloquent and forceful preach- 
ers of his age. The 
generous be- 


havior of the people to whom he min- 
istered acted upon hls-nature as spring 
sunshine and showers act upon all 
vegetable life; it called out all that 
was best in him. The opposite course 
would have frozen the genial currents 
of the soul and would have drivan him 
out of the ministry. 


Jonathan Edwards said: 
"If some 


Christians that have been complain- 
ing of their ministers had said and 
acted less before men and had ap- 
plied themselves with all their might 
to cry to God for their ministers— 
had as 
it were, risen and stormed 


heaven with their humble, fervent and 
Incessant 
prayers 
for 
them—they 


would have been much' more In the 
way of success." The greatest preach- 
er that 
ever 
lived 
besought his 


brethren to "pray for" him and his 
associates; "the word of the Lord 
might run and be glorified;" "that ut- 
terance might be given him in opening 
his mouth, to make known with bold- 
ness the mystery of the gospel," and 
that God would "open unto him a door 
for the word." 
The preacher 
who 


knows that his people are praying for 
him will be a new man, and preach 
with new power. In praying for the 
man of God In the pulpit the people 
in the pews will promote the Inter- 
ests of the'kingdom, and will at the 
same time bring down blessings upon 
their own souls.

Germs Thrive Better In Hama Body 


Than Outside. 


Bacteria; germs and micro-organ- 


ism are all different names for the 


same things. 


Bacteria are the 


smallest and sim- 
plest forms of life 
of which we have 
a n y 
knowledge. 


Under the micro- 
scope they appear 
as s h o r t rods, 
spheres, 
or 
less 


f r e q u e n t l y as 


spirals. 
Bacteria takes In food and 


excrete 
certain wastes. 
They also 


have the ability to multiply in number, 
usually by splitting in two. after which 
each of the parts rapidly grows to full 
size. 


The popular idea is that nil bacteria 


produce deadly diseases. The truth is 
that comparatively few do. A major- 
ity do no harm whatever. 


Outside of the human body disease- 


producing bacteria die fairly rapidly. 
They grow and thrive in the warm, 
moist cavities of the body. 


There are two great 
methods of 


spread as far as diseases known In 
this country are concerned In typhoid 
fever, dysentery and cholera the in- 
fection leaves the body of the sick in 
the Intestinal discharges. 


In measles, diphtheria, scarlet fe- 


ver, whooping cough, mumps, grip, 
pulmonary tuberculosis and common 
colds the infection leaves the body of 
the sick in the discharges from the 
mouth and throat. 


Fingers and files are active carriers 


of germs contained In the discharges 
from the human body. 


Many a man who Is afraid of a jack- 


rabbit by moonlight thinks he was cut 
out for a lion-slayor.—The Christian 
Herald. 


Impure Water Often the Cause of 


Typhoid Fever.

ed and fit to carry on his work for the 
rest of the year. The one who reck- 
lessly exposes 
his health 
while in

ture sickness Implanted In his system. 
Typhoid fever Is perhaps the chief va- 
cation danger. This Is a disease that 
is entirely preventable. 


Vaccination will assure almost alro- 


lu'te protection. One may feel --enson- 
ably safe If ho Is careful to .-.elect a 
vacation spot where the sanitary ccn- 
dltlons are good and always bolls any 
questionable drinking water. 


Bear In mind that water that is --!ear 


and sparkling may not always bo pure. 
An old-fashioned well Is no sriiarantee, 
of safety, so make certain that sur- 
face water does not drain Into It. 


Milk from cows housed In dirty and 


Insanitary sheds may also carry ty- 
phoid germs. It is also well to either 
poel or cook all frului and vegetables 
before eating.

against this disease before starting on 
a trip.

On a cool, frosty morning you will 


find that ice has formed in the bucket 
out on the water shelf, as if to say, 
"Keep off. nothing to drink here." 
But give it a friendly tap. and there is 
a clear, crystal draught underneath, 
with the tang of health in it. refresh- 
ing to a thirsty one. 


Folks are that way. sometimes— 


especially strangers. Many a refresh- 
ing friendship or reviving experience 
is denied to

crust of Ice. Bump up against them, 
gently—just hard enough to break the 
ice.

This is true in greater measure If the 
stranger is a person of unfortunate 
circumstances, and the very fact that 
he keeps e. respectful distance is an 
Indication that he Is worth cultivat- 
ing. 


With you It is different. You are at 


home among your friends, -where you 
are at 
no rink. 
Your virtues are 


known and your faults hove been dis- 
counted. You are free to act without 
restraint, and if God has blessed your 
heart with a warm feeling for all man- 
kind, the way is clear for you to ap- 
proach the stranger who stands in his 
loneliness In your familiar zone. 


This is a test of your Christianity— 


whether It be the true article or a 
spurious kind. 


But that is not all. It would be a 


stiff-necked one Indeed who could not 
offer a hand to well-behaved, refined 
looking stranger- 
Most any of us are 


keen enough to know there Is always 
a fair chance with such to make a 
valuable acquaintance. The real tost 
comes when the stranger Is unattrac- 
tive, through 
some misfortune 
or

shall be in the latter days- Thy dream, 
and thy visions of thy head upon thy 
bed are these." Verse 28. 
What was the dream? 


"Thou, O king, sawest, and behold a

The metal used to repre- 
sent this kingdom is the finest of all 
metals, and fitly represents tho king- 
dom of Babylon, an It was the grand- 
est of all kingdoms. The city of Baby- 
lon, Its capital and metropolis, well 
represents the entire kingdom. It was 
laid out 
In a perfect square, sur- 


rounded by a wall 3BO feet high, and 
87 feet thick, with a moat ditch, out- 
side, of the same cubic capacity. It 
had 60 streets, 25 running: each way, 
each 150 feet in width, and IS miles 
long, paved with polished stones. It 
contained 225 miles of inclosed sur- 
face, laid out in luxuriant pleasure 
grounds 
and gardens. 
Interspersed 


with magnified dwellings. The Rivor 
Euphrates running through the cen- 
ter, with a wall on either side, mak- 
ing 30 miles of ri\-er wall, 150 gates o? 
solid brass, and hanging gardens ris- 
ing terrace above terrace, until they, 
equaled in height 
the walls them- 


selves.' Among the large 
buildings 


•was the Temple of Lelus, three miles 
in circumference at the base, also two 
royal palaces, one three and one-half 
miles, the other eight miles in circum- 
ference, connected with each other by 
a subterranean tunnel under the Riv«r 
Euphrates.

ana that this holds true of the lighter 
breeds, such as the Leghorns, at the

end of their third laying year. Con- 
sequently, if efforts were made to dis- 
pose of all females when thpJr best 
laying days were over a large quantity 
of poultry meat would be placed on 
the market. 
All poorly developed 


chickens should likewise be culled out 
and used as meat. This way of dis- 
posing of unprofitable fowls would al- 
low the farmer to feed his grain to 
younger and more productive fowls. 


Caponijlng the cockerels that are 


not Intended for breeding purposes 
will not only increase their size but 
will place a more desirable poultry 
meat on iho market. 
Another prac- 


tice that should be adopted more 
widely is th.it of fattening all chick- 
ens that are to be marketed before 
they leave the farm. 
This can bo 


done easily by confining the birds for 
a week or ten days and feeding them a 
good 
fattening ration. 
They 
will 


como to market then in better condi- 
tion and the farmer will receive a. 
profit for their added weight. 


Th« greater production of turkeys, 


ducks, gr.cs*. and guineas, all of 
which can be profitably raised and a. 
rc.iily market found in most sections. 
•••nuM Increase the supply of poultry 
rirat considerably. The production of 


•'•ks especially should be emphasized 


:•' thl* time, because of the rapidity 
w'lii which th»y grow. Ducks of most 


< f the meat breeds, properly fed and 


frequently weigh from five 


to fix pounds :tt ten weeks of age. It 


feed cost per pound of producing duck 
meat ranges from 8 cents to 12 cents, 
depending upon the current prices of 
grain and other feeds. 


The number of marketable eggs can 
e increased by following a few prac- 
tical suggestions. 
Among the most 


mportant of these are the production 
of the Infertile egg after the breed- 
ing season is over, and the proper 
handling of eggs by the farmer before 
sending them to market. 
The infertile 


egg is obtained when all male birds 
are removed from the flock. 
This 


does not decrease the number of eggs 
produced, but it does increase greatly 
their keeping qualities. 
The produc- 


tion of the infertile egg and the proper 
handling and marketing of eggs by 
the producer would increase tremen- 
dously the number of marketable eggs 
each year by diminishing the quantity 
that are rendered unfit for food. 


An increased production of ducks' 


eggs is advisable where available mar- 
Sots are found. 


The poultry house should he clean 


and sanitary and the fowls free from 
insect pests, thereby preventing dis- 
ease and mortality. 
It is estimated 


that nearly 59,000,000 worth of poultry 
is lost each year through disease alone. 
Special attention should be given to 
the feeding and housing of laying 
fowls at seasons of tho year when 
their natural source of food supply is 
cut off. 


Broody hens great'.y reduce the egg 


yield and .in this time of egg shortage 
it is important that each h«n be kept 
busy. It is a mistake to let them sit 
simply because they want to. If they 


rest of the flock she will grow restless. 
After four days let her return to the 
flock. 
By this time she will have 


changed her mind and will go back 
to laying. 
Be sure to feed her liber- 


ally while in the coop, for laying hens 
must have a surplus of fat 
A hen in 


poor flesh rarely lays. A little atten- 
tion to the broody hen will make a 
great difference in the looks of _the 
balance sheet. In these days of liigh 
priced eggs it is important that the 
hen take as little vacation as possible. 


The actual economy secured by the 


keeping of a small flock of chickens 
depends primarily upon their egg pro- 
duction, and this in turn is largely a 
matter of care. Under favorable con- 
ditions, however, it is estimated that 
ISO eggs the first year and 120 the 
second is a fair return from the ordi- 
nary hen- On the other hand, at least 
from 25 to 50 cents a year must be 
expended for grain and other feeds, 
the exact amount depending upon the 
quantity of table scraps and green and 
insect food available. Where all the 
feed must be purchased, from $1 to 
J1.25 is allowed. 
Even in the most 


thrifty household, however, there is 
always a large quantity of table scraps, 
vegetable parings, and other "left 
overs" for the hens, so that a con- 
siderable portion of their feed con- 
sists of what otherwise would be 
carried off the place by the garbage 
man. 


Although of less Importance than 


the eggs, the supply of poultry for the 
table furnished by the home Hock is 
an item that can not be overlooked.

Friendly Birds and 


Insects in the Garden 


We should learn to distinguish be- 


tween foes and friends in the garden, 
and if necessary the children should 
be taught early the difference between 
insects and birds that do harm to 
plants and those that do good. Snakes, 
toads and lizards, instead of being in- 
jurious to plants, are always inval- 
uable helps in keeping down injurious 
insects. Snakes may be repulsive in 
appearance, and poisonous ones very 
dangerous, but the ordinary ground 
snakes will not hurt one, and they 
will keep down mice, bugs and insects 
r.s nothing else can. 
As a rule, the 


noxious insects arc in the greatest 
numbers in our gardens, and hence 
toads, lizards and snakes that, eat all 
that come near them destroy more of 
the foes than friends. I should never 
think of killing one of these creatures 
in the garden, but would be more in- 
clined to protect them, and even to 
import them into the garden. I have 
seen a small gray lizard clean off the 
worms from a field of cabbages as fast 
as they could multiply. Attracted by 
the fat feast, the lizard returned every 
day. and he would make trips up and 
down the rows of cabbages until not a 
worm could be found.—C. M. M. 


CONCRETE FOR BUILDING. 


Concrete is a good building mate- 


rial or it is not and this will depend 
upon the materials used and the way 
they are handled. 
When properly 


made concrete is the best known 
building material but care Is needed 
In the making. 
Cement blocks are 


manufactured and offered for sale in 
very many communities which are 
not only practically worthless for per- 
manent construction 
but some 
of 


them are positively dangerous. 
The 


chief reason for this lies in the fact 
that they are mixed too dry in order 
to take the molds or they are too 
poor in cement or both. Such blocks 
absorb moisture readily and rapidly 
and soon begin to crumble. 
Use 


plenty of good cement and mix very 
wet and the blocks will be waterproof 
and lasting as the age*.

A sow is a good investment 
This 


is true even in these strenuous times 
of high prices of food concentrates. 
The quotations on these feeds are con- 
trolled to a considerable extent by the 
price at which meat animals sell. 
Hence concentrates usually command 
a high figure when hogs on the hoof 
at large packing centers sell at more 
than 16 cents per pound. However, 
record prices for swine as well as 
feed concentrates have been a great 
incentive to farmers to "cash in" all 
the hogs available. That many sows 
have been included is evident from 
the fact that Bureau of Crop Esti- 
mates report approximately three per 
cent fewer sows on farms in the 
United States than a year ago. 
Fur- 


ther, this is the first year that the 
supply has not Increased since 1913. 


At this time the marketing of a 


sow that can be or has been bred is 
fairly comparable to "killing the goose 
that laid the golden egg." 
Although 


the fecundity of swine Is well appre- 
ciated by farmers, at times sows are 
sacrificed when a little forethought 
would cause them to be retained. 
Breeding sows multiply five or six 
times as rapidly as other meat ani- 
mals. They have an average litter of 
five or six pigs and may be bred twice 
a year, although three times in two 
years accords more with current farm 
practice. 
The Utters increase in size, 


on the average, until sows are five or 
six years old. However, a large pro- 
portion of the sows are sold after pro- 
ducing one or two litters and before 
they have reached the period of great- 


est usefulness.

should KO In for chicken raisins. Un- 
less there Is a natural Interest In 
poultry or a determination to make 
the flock a source of real economy, 
even If It docs take time and trouble, 
the venture Is not likely to prove suc- 
cessful. 
Lack of ca.ro may result In

utilize refuse and waste grains, dam- 
aged grains, and garbage; garnering 
grain behind cattle or shattered grain 
in harvest fields; and utilizing slaugh- 
terhouse by-products and dairy by- 
products. 
They are also largely self- 


feeders. The modern farm "cafeteria" 
gives a pig a chance to make a hog 
of himself more quickly than he can 
by the hand-fed route, and it has the 
added merit of being the cheapest 
way of producing pork. A sow when 
she is not developing a litter or nurs- 
ing pigs, can in summertime be 
placed in a pasture and given very 
little grain. 
In winter, possibly the 


cheapest maintenance ration is a com- 
bination of grain and hay. such as 
corn, wheat, rye, or barley, and alfalfa, 
clover, cowpcas er soy bean hay. The 
grain should be limited to one or two 
pounds per 
hundred 
pounds live 


weight per day. Sows should be given 
all the hay they will clean up. Sows 
which show exceptionally run-down 
condition from suckling their pigs 
should be separated from the herd 
and fed grain until they rograin breed- 
ing condition. Where pastures are 
very luxuriant it is possible to carry 
breeding sows on pasture alone, but 
the most palatable hay will not keep 
sows In good breeding condition if fed 
alone. 


Breeding sows arc at a premium 


and the demand for younR stock is 
unprecedented. Tho hos buyers state 


is almost an impossibility. 
Those 


farmers who are fortunate enough to 
have .retained their breedings sows 
will play an important role in placing 
spring pigs on the market The spring 
gilts from these litters should not b« 
sent to market for meat purposes, but 
shuuld bo retained or sold only for 
breeding purposes in order to augment 
the pig crop next year.

Draft horses that arc to be shown I with heavy bridles. Horses should be 


at tho county fairs need some extra 
care and attention. To show at an 
advantage horses should be in good 
condition, well mannered and well 
groomed. 
Brood mares and young 


horses on pasture should be fed some 
grain for a considerable time 'before 
they arc shown. Tho amount of grain 
will depend on the condition of the

parts of corn and oats have been found 
to be a good mixture to feed.

A little grass or green feed of some 
V;lnd is useful as a conditioner and aa 
an appetizer.

they are brought Into the ring. Most 
horses show to good advantage when 
stretched slightly. 
It is advisable to 


exercise all horses to bo shown for 
considerable time before the show, 
both at the walk and at the trot. Find 
a level strip of road and let the ani- 
mal walk and trot back and forth 
over a space of 100 foet for ten or 
fifteen minutes each day so that he 
may know what is expected of him 
when shown. Always stand a 'horse 
with his front feet on slightly higher 
ground than his hind feet. 


It Is Important that horses be well j 


groomed. The materials usually used 
for grooming are curry comb, hair 
brush, fiber brush, woolen cloth and 
damp sawdust. 
To get an animal's 


coat in good condition the comb and 
fiber brush, followed 
by the hair 


brush, should be uaed every day. After 
currying, a. woolen cloth rubbed over 
the coat gives the hair a gloss and 
also takes up any dust that may be 
deposited. 
To remove dirt from the 


hair, sawdust which has been thor- 
oughly dampened, should be rubbed 
into the hair and then brushed out 
with a stiff bristle brush. ' 


The mane and tail should be combed 


daily. Tangled parts should first be 
separated with the fingers as a comb 
is likely to pull out the hair. In the 
large.r shows the manes are braided 
and the tails are tied and artificial 
flowers are usually appropriately at- 
tached. 


The attractiveness of an animal is 


often enhanced by shoeing with heavy 
shoes, by well oiled hoofs and by 
singeing the long hairs about the jaws, 
ears, and other places with a lighted 
tallow candle. 


VALUABLE DON'TS FOR THE 


DAIRYMAN.

HOME-MADE WHITEWASH. 


Slake one bushel of good quicklime 


with not more than twelve gallons of 
water. Slake the lime and keep the 
vessel covered until atcam ceases to 
r|se, stirring occasionally to prerent 
scqrching. Prepare a second mixture 
containing two pounds common salt 
and one pound zinc .sulphate in two 
gallons of boiling water. ..Pour this 
into the slaked lime and stir in two 
gallons of skim milk. Stir vigorously.

proof whitewash, suitable for walls 
and fences.—Dr. C. Francis.

The Improvement of rural highways 


and tho building of good roads lay a 
new responsibility upon every farmer. 
It means that there will be a greatly 
Increased amount of traffic passing 
by his homestead; It will bring him 
more closely in. touch with the out- 
side world, including citizens from tho 
Immediate neighborhood, from the 
surrounding counties and indeed from 
many parts of other states. 


The farmer and his home life are 


now brought more directly to the at- 
tention of the general public. 
"A 


man is known by the company he 
keeps," so the character of a mah 
is judged by his home life and the 
atmosphere with which ho surrounds 
himself. 


The improvement of the 
home 


grounds does not necessarily imply 
spending great sums or building an 
extensive "show place" decorated with 
architectural furnishings and formal 
gardens. It means treating the yard 
as an out-of-door living room; as a 
part of the house. It means, keeping 
it clean and neat and comfortable and 
cheerful. It should be decorated with 
fine trees, beautiful flowering shrubs, 
and with annual and perennial flowers 
that fill the soul with gladness and 
make home a lovable spot surrounded 
by endearing associations, that tug at 
the heart-strings and give the full 
meaning of ''Home. Sweet Home." 


HORNED LARK. 


The proportion of animal matter in 


the diet of nestlings is about four 
times as large as in the adults. In the 
nestling state, therefore, horned larks 
are almost entirely beneficial and the 
number of insect pests they consume 
is very great. The homed larks of 
California, 
differ 
markedly in food 


habits from those of other parts of the 
country, being almost entirely vege- 
tarian and, although the number ex- 
amined constitutes a little more than 
a fifth of the total, they consume half 
of all the grain eaten by the whole 
group. 


From this It might appear that tho 


California birds are decidedly injuri- 
ous, but It must not bo forgotten that 
oats, which make up the hulk of their 
grain food, grow wild throughout the 
state and it ia probable that a great 
part of the oats consumed comes from 
the wild plants, the destruction of 
whose seed Is a benefit. 


Toads Are Valuable 


That toads are of economic ralue. 


particularly to the gardener, J* the 
assertion of Dr. J. E. Ackert. 


"It has been estimated that one toad 


is worth J19.44 In a single season be- 
cause of the cutworms It devours," 
said Doctor Ackert 
Approximately 


88 per cent of tho food of the toad 
consists of garden pests. 


The toad Is nocturnal In habit, com- 


ing out in the dusk to search for food, 
which consists mostly of Insects and 
their larvae. During the day it sleeps 
in its burrow, made by backing Into 
the soft earth or dense vegetation. 


Toads are of special value, since 


they are accustomed to live In car- 
dens, where Insects are most inju- 
lous. In some sections of the United 
States the gardeners even buy them 
tp aid in keeping obnoxious insects 
under control. 


The popular belief that toads are 


poisonous is erroneous. 
They possess 


a rough, warty skin, which, however, 
does not cause the formation of warts 
upon the hands of those who handle 
them, as is often supposed.

The Garden Toad. 


A few toads in hotbeds and cold 


frames are of inestimable value. They 
will keep down all insects that begin 
to show themselves, finding them un- 
der leaves and stalks that hide them 
from an ordinary observer. In Paris 
toads are regularly caught and sold to 
gardeners for insect hunting In their 
greenhouses. 
And yet many boys and 


older people destroy them ruthlessly 
as. soon as they discover them in the 
garden. The toads will eat cut worms 
by the wholesale, if they can find 
them, and I have seen them devour 
potato bugs in great numbers when 
deprived of more palatable food. 


To plow under cornstalks I plow 


with a two-horse plow, putting a chain 
from right hand end of the doubletree 
to beam, bringing it under beam Just 
behind standard. Can plow under the 


j largest stalks, completely hiding them 
in the furrow.—J. D. Walker. 


Suggestions About 


the Fly Campaign 


(1) Kill as many flies as possible 


when they appear In spring. These 
first files are the parents of tho mil- 
lions of gorm-laden flics that will 
make life miserable throughout sum- 
mer. One fly killed early in the spring 
Is equal to millions killed in August 
or September. 


(2) Endeavor to prevent flies from 


breeding or feeding on the premises. 
Some flics will escape because they 
wUl breed In decayed vegetable mat- 
ter or In the droppings of animals in 
the pasture?. However these will be 
almost negligible. 


(») Fly traps are essential. 
They 


catch the flies coming from breeding 
places and thus prevent their migrat- 
ing to the house. 


(4) Enlist the co-operation of all 


dealers in food supplies. Show them 
the danger from flies and what may 
result from unsanitary surroundings 
of their premises. If necessary, pat- 
ronize only those dealers, who keep 
their premises and their products 
properly screened. 
They will soon 


clean ttyeir premises and eliminate 
flies if the campaign is brought to 
them in this financial light- 


Co) Endeavor to obtain community 


co-operation in the fly campaign. 
Do 


not be discouraged if a few people can- 
not be Induced to clean up their prem- 
ises. 
As soon as they see that the 


campaign Is effective they will readily 
co-operate. 


PLANT LICE OR APHtDS. 


They can be killed on golden glow, 


sweet peas, rose, buckthorn, plums, or 
any plant, by applications of soap 
solution. This is perfectly safe to use, 
and leaves no bad odor, and a few 
applications apparently are sufficient 
to rid a plant of its unpleasant para- 
site.

THE DAIRY COW WILL DO HER BIT 


The dairy cow will bo called upon 


to yield her maximum share of tho 
world's food supply during the coming 
months of war. Sho can be depended 
upon for production but preservation 
of the milk is man's pa'rt. The value 
of milk Is dependent upon tho care It 
receives after it is drawn from tho 
cow; consequently preservation is as 
essential as production. 
Milk is dan- 


gerous as human food if It contains 
disease germs or worthless if it is so 
loaded with bacteria that its complex 
food nutrients are partly decomposed. 
It is equally valueless to the producer 
and distributor if it sours before it 
can bo put to use. ' 


To prevent the''entrance of disease 


germs into milk, healthy, tuberculin 
tested cows free from any udder Inflam- 
mation or garget are the first essentials. 
Healthy men. and pure water from a 
protected well or spring are of second 
importance. 
Clean utensils, covered 


pails and clean cows come next. 


Keeping milk sweet is entirely a 


matter of cleanliness and temperature 
regulation. 
Cows free from manure 


and dirt, especially in the region of 
the udder and flanks; utensils that 
are carefully cleansed, scalded and 
dried; and careful -protection of the 
milk from flies apd dirt after pro- 
duction, will prevent the entrance of 
bacteria into milk.

cannot reproduce fast, enough to »our 
milk In 24 hours If It is kept bolow a 
temperature of B5 degrees F

fore, milk nhould be cooled as soon 
after production as possible.

CHECK-REINS.

There are some principles governing 
the use of the check-rein which every- 
body who is humane agrees to. Draft 
horses should have the free use of 
their 
heads, 
unhindered. 
Driving 


horses should only be checked when 
necessary for their proper control. 
Check-reins cause more stiff shoulders 
and weak knees than all other causes 
combined. Colts should not be made 
to endure the bitting bridle over fif- 
teen minutes at a time. To keep it 
on half a day. as some do. is to inflict 
one of the worst punishments possible. 
Some colts are permanently Injured 
by it.
